1. Purpose. To approve modifications to the activity title and
mission for the subject shore activity under the command and
support of CNO per reference (a).

2. Background. Title change and mission modification reflect a
CINCPACFLT functional transfer of resources and tasks between
NAVACTS, Guam and COMNAVMARIANAS, Guam in an effort to eliminate
duplicative functions and better utilize assets. Additional
resources from Commander, Naval Computer and Telecommunications
Command (COMNAVCOMTELCOM) and Commander, Naval Supply Systems
Command (COMNAVSUPSYSCOM) will be transferred to support
streamlining efforts in Guam. The revised mission of the newly
ritled U.S. Naval Forces Marianas Support Activity reflects the
consolidation of shore installation management functions in Guam.
